Group pressures 
city for separate 
bike, walk paths 
on the lakefront

The Active Transportation Alliance is 
putting pressure on the city to create 
separate bike and walking paths, launch- 
ing a petition drive to get the public be- 
hind the effort. 

Right now, the Lakefront Trail is a 
single, two-way path, on most stretches, 
shared by a medley of cyclists, pedestri- 
ans, runners and inline skaters. 

The local advocacy group is calling for 
the Chicago Park District to create sep- 
arate paths in hopes of making the lake- 
front safer for walkers, runners, bikers 
and others. The organization launched 
the petition drive Tuesday and by after- 
noon had 1,000 signatures, according 
to Kyle Whitehead, who’s running the 
transportation alliance’s campaign. 

With more than 30,000 people on 
the Lakefront Trail daily in peak sum- 
mer months, according to the Illinois 
Department of Transportation, the trail 
can become crowded and dangerous, 
Whitehead said. 

Critics have been calling for separate 
trails for years. IDOT solicited feedback 
from citizens on ways to improve North 
Lake Shore Drive earlier this year and 
creating separate lanes for cyclists and 
pedestrians topped the suggestions list. 

The alliance began lobbying the park 
district more heavily for the changes af- 
ter 27-year-old runner Megan Williams 
was struck by a cyclist while training for 
the Chicago Marathon this fall, fractur- 
ing her skull, Whitehead said. 

“We think we need to invest in im- 
provements that will make it safer be- 
fore 2019,” Whitehead said. 

Using pavement markers to create 
separate lanes of traffic along the exist- 
ing trail would work in some places, he 
said. But in others the park district like- 
ly would need to invest in infrastructure 
to widen or repave the trail. 

In a prepared statement, the park 
district said: “We support this idea and 
plan to work with Active Trans ... and 
others to find solutions that can be paid 
for with federal funds.” 

The alliance’s push comes as the park 
district prepares to approve its 2015 
budget during a Wednesday meeting.

It could be worse = 


Survey shows Chicagoans 
wait on average half-hour 
daily for trains, buses

Public transit riders in the Chicago area spend 
about a half-hour a day waiting for their trains 
and buses to arrive. And although it is perhaps 
the most frustrating part of the commute, it 
beats the average in other major US. cities, 
according to a survey released Tuesday. 

Transit commuters here spend on average 
almost two hours a day on public transpor- 
tation, and about one-fourth of that time 
involves waiting for a bus or train, according 
to the survey by Moovit, a public transit app 
that combines travel data collected from tran- 
sit providers with information received from 
transit customers. 

The average 31-minute wait among riders 
on the CTA, Metra and Pace is less than the 
roughly 40-minute daily national average, 
which results in an annual total of 150 hours 
wasted while waiting for rides. 

Widespread use of the CTA’s Bus Tracker 
and Train Tracker, which predict when buses 
and trains will arrive at stops, may help ac- 
count for the relatively shorter wait times for 
transit in Chicago than in some other cities 
that do not provide the tracking technology 
to customers. 

Moovit conducted the survey last month, 


using transit system rider data from 13,000 
respondents in 22 cities in North America, 
South America, Europe and Australia. It in- 
cluded five US. cities: Chicago, Los Angeles, 
New York, Boston and San Francisco. 

Los Angeles and Rio de Janeiro tied for lon- 
gest average wait in the world, at 41 minutes. 
In LA, that represented 31 percent of total 
daily commuting time. 

Transit commuters in the US. spend an av- 
erage of 105 minutes per day on public tran- 
sit, according to the survey. New York had 
the longest commute time in the world, at 
149 minutes daily. Sao Paulo, Brazil, and To- 
ronto came in next, with 138-minute average 
commutes. 

Commuters in Barcelona, Spain, and Milan 
spend the shortest average amount of time 
per day on public transit, at 63 and 74 minutes, 
respectively, as well as waiting for trains and 
buses, with wait times of 18 and 19 minutes, 
respectively, the survey said. 

In the five major U.S. cities surveyed, 31 per- 
cent of commuters said they were dissatisfied 
with the quality of public transit. The primary 
frustration mentioned was uncertainty about 
when a bus or train would arrive. 

Moovit was launched in Chicago about six 
months ago and has about 70,000 app users, 
said Alex Torres, the company’s vice president 
of global marketing. Moovit has more than 10 
million downloads in about 400 cities world- 
wide, the Israel-based company said.

Cops reviewing ‘Sweet 
Home Alabama’ incident

A video apparently showing a Chicago police 
car blasting the song “Sweet Home Alabama” 
during a recent protest against police violence 
has sparked a CPD investigation. 

Gabriel Michael, a Humboldt Park resi- 
dent, said he was at the West Side protest 
Saturday to take photos, but started captur- 
ing video once he heard the song coming from 
what appears to be an unmarked car in the po- 
lice escort following the marchers. 

“Some of the lyrics in themselves aren’t 
racist ... but I know it’s also been co-opted by 
groups, maybe bigoted groups, as an anthem 
of Southern pride and those Confederate- 
type values,” said Michael, 30. “That’s what 
was so jarring to me. To hear that playing from 
a police car at the end of a protest against 
police brutality and the murder of African- 
Americans, it was just jarring.” 

The anti-police-violence march was one of 
several in past weeks after recent announce- 
ments that white police officers who killed 
Michael Brown in Ferguson, Mo., and Eric 
Garner in New York City—both unarmed 
African-Americans—will not face charges. 

Michael said he has not turned his video 
over to the police; he received a voice mail 
from the CPD after the video surfaced but his 
return call has not yet been returned. 

Chicago Police confirmed its investigation 
in a statement provided to RedEye on Tuesday. 


“This matter is under investigation. As a 
Department, we are committed to commu- 
nity policing and fostering stronger relation- 
ships, based on trust and understanding, with 
the communities we serve,” the statement 
reads in part. 

Michael said that he’s not sure how many 
heard the song, but people have echoed his 
concerns after the video surfaced. 

“{The reaction has} been positive and sup- 
portive,” Michael said. “[People]} kind of em- 
pathize with me. It’s a pretty disgusting thing, 
it’s really shocking, and we just want to know 
what [police have} been thinking and get an 
explanation.” 

“Sweet Home Alabama” has been “a kind 
of neo-Confederate anthem” for years, ac- 
cording to Mark Potok, a senior fellow at the 
Southern Poverty Law Center, a civil rights or- 
ganization. The 1974 song by Lynyrd Skynyrd 
was written in response to Neil Young’s song 
“Southern Man,” which has lyrics about rac- 
ism and slavery. 

Potok dismissed the theory that police were 
playing the song in support of the University of 
Alabama football team, which played that day. 

“It certainly does look like the officers were 
taunting the marchers,” he said. “I suppose 
there’s a tiny chance that these officers were 
huge University of Alabama fans, but I kind of 
doubt it.”

Obama vows end to CIA brutality 


President Obama vowed Tuesday that 
harsh US. interrogation methods will not 
take place on his watch, saying the tech- 
niques did significant damage to American 
interests abroad without serving broad 
counterterrorism efforts. 

Obama issued a written statement Tues- 
day in response to a 499-page executive 
summary from the Senate Intelligence 
Committee, which includes graphic details 
about sexual threats and other harsh inter- 
rogation techniques the CIA meted out 
to captured militants in the years after the 
Sept. 11, 2001, attacks on the United States. 

“Rather than another reason to refight 
old arguments, I hope that today’s report 
can help us leave these techniques where 
they belong, in the past,” Obama said. 

Obama said the Senate report documents 
a troubling program involving enhanced in- 
terrogation techniques on suspects in secret 
facilities outside the U.S. 

“Tt reinforces my long-held view that these 
harsh methods were not only inconsistent

with our values as nation, they did not serve 
our broader counterterrorism efforts or our 
national security interests,” he said. 

The document, the result of a six-year 
investigation by Democrats on the com- 
mittee, concludes that the CIA provided 


“extensive inaccurate information” to Con- 
gress about its techniques, that CIA man- 
agement of the program was “inadequate,” 
and that the methods were “far more bru- 
tal” than the CIA has acknowledged. 

“Under any common meaning of the 
term, CIA detainees were tortured,” said 
Sen. Dianne Feinstein (D-Calif), chair- 
woman of the Senate Select Committee on 
Intelligence, who has pushed the investiga- 
tion. She described the era as “one of the 
lowest points in our nation’s history.” 

The CIA, which has prepared a 120-page 
response, argues that some detainees pro- 
vided valuable intelligence after undergoing 
waterboarding and other techniques. 

One detainee in CIA custody was 
“chained to a wall in the standing position 
for 17 days,” according to a CIA description 
cited in the report. Some detainees were 
kept awake for nearly 180 hours, “usually 
standing or in painful stress positions, at 
times with their hands shackled above their 
heads.” Some were placed in ice water baths.

Pushing a tight deadline to prevent a federal 
shutdown, negotiators in Congress reached 
agreement late Tuesday on a $1.1-trillion bill to 
fund the government. The legislation would 
fund most of the federal government at levels 
Congress has already approved through the 
2015 fiscal year, which ends Sept. 30.

Lil Herb’s break arrived with “Kill [bleep],” a 
bleak drill burner as cold and unforgiving as 
hardened concrete. “Welcome to Fazoland,” in 
comparison, introduces a welcome sense of 
humanity, with the young MC flipping through 
his family photo album on the soul-steeped 
“Still [bleeped] Up.” Even so, most of the songs 
here exhibit an underlying harshness, and 
when the dexterous rapper wrestles with his 
options on “Fight or Flight” there’s hardly a 
doubt which way life will force his hand. 


The scuzz-rock trio kicks off its latest 
with “Going Through the Motions Til 

| Die,” a great, hairy beast of a tune 
whose title runs opposite to Oozing 
Wound'’s let-it-fly musical approach. 
Rather, songs like the slashing, metallic 
“Genuine Creeper” and riff-fueled bong 
hit “Hippie Speedball” reveal a band 
working at an unpredictable peak. 


At 40 minutes, the scrappy rock 
quartet’s sophomore album runs 
nearly twice the length of its 2013 
debut “Sunken.” It’s time well spent, 
too, allowing the band ample room 
to romp through Brit-pop influenced 
bounders (the spirited “I Founda 
New Way”), jangly ‘60s psych-outs 
(“Mirror of Time”) and loose-limbed 
Stones odes (“Making Breakfast”). 


On “ComfortZone” West Side rapper Saba 
turns out slice-of-life sketches (the expect- 
edly smooth “Butter,” for one, opens with 
talk of breakfast) that occasionally venture 
into deeper territory. Witness “401K,” a dark, 
disquieting turn on which the MC vents 
about the lack of opportunities for inner-city 
youths, rhyming atop a dreamy beat that 
plays counterpoint to his searing words. 


The first thing you hear on Mick Jenkins’ 
latest is the sound of waves crashing on 
some isolated shore—a fitting introduc- 
tion in light of the mixtape’s title. His flow 
is equally liquid—deep, cool and seam- 
less—and he applies it skillfully to poetic 
verses that balance a desire for spiritual 
fulfillment with the day-to-day struggle 
of making due at the bottom of the 

pile. “My pockets never been so empty/ 
My heart ain’t never been this full,” he 
rhymes on the tone-setting “Healer.” 


With a runtime of just more than 77 
minutes, the sophomore album from 
drone trio Bitchin Bajas offers listeners 
plenty of room to stretch out. “Bueu” is 
typical of the band’s approach, founder 
Cooper Crain and running mates Rob 
Fry and Dan Quinlivan patiently com- 
bining misty synths, squiggly horns and 
chirping electronics into an evocative 
alien landscape. 


Country singer Angela James sounds wholly 
alone on the title track of her new full- 
length, delivering her words atop a low roar 
that echoes a cold wind sweeping across a 
graveyard. It’s a rare moment of solitude on 
a gorgeous record given life by a long list of 
collaborators, including Justin Brown, whose 
sighing pedal steel amps up the sorrow on 
“Drink and Try Not to Cry,” where not even 
the wine can dull the ache in James’ shat- 
tered heart.

Arcade Brewery marries 
comic books and beer

When Arcade Brewery co-founder Lance 
Curran picks up his new comic books each 
Wednesday, he said, he likes to read them while 
enjoying a good beer. 

“I’m acomic book collector,” he told RedEye 
on Monday. “You need a beer and a comic that 
goes together.” 

That was the idea behind “6-Pack Stories,” 
a collection of comics presented on bottles of 
Arcade Brewery craft beers. The first volume, 
titled “Festus Rotgut: Zombie Cowboy,” is a 
Western zombie comic written by Jason Aaron 
“Thor,” “Southern Bastards”) and illustrated 
by Tony Moore (“The Walking Dead,” “Fear 
Agent”). 

The comic appears on six bottles of Festus 
Rotgut, a limited release black wheat ale that 
will be available in Chicago-area shops begin- 
ning Wednesday, which is new comic day. You'll 
find a map of locations where you can buy it at 
arcadebrewery.com/beers. 

Curran said they brewed about 200 cases, or 
about 800 six-packs. 

He and co-founder Chris Tourre had the idea 
since starting Arcade Brewery in 2011. Curran 
got to know Moore when Curran worked with 


the T-shirt company Threadless. The comic 
book artist created panels for T-shirts, and the 
idea stuck to tell a story across a six-pack. 

“Tony liked the idea and they submitted the 
script,” Curran said. “We wanted a good story 
first and then we wanted that to inspire the 
kind of beer we brewed.” 

Tourre chose a dark wheat ale because it fit 
with the tale of the zombie cowboy Festus Rot- 
gut. 

“Since there are zombies, I immediately 
thought something dark,” Tourre said in a press 
release. “Driving a heard of cattle across the 
dusty landscape also made me immediately go 
to a dry wheat beer.” 

“Festus Rotgut: Zombie Cowboy” is just the 
first of the “6-Pack Stories,” Curran said. 

“We already have one person in line to do the 
next one,” he said, adding that there is “com- 
plicated structure” to brewing limited releases. 
“Hopefully in the next year they'll be easier.” 

According to the release, Arcade Brewery 
will host tastings of Festus Rotgut on Wednes- 
day at the following Chicago locations: Kim- 
bark Beverage, Binny’s Lincoln Park, Bottles & 
Cans and West Lakeview Liquors.
